Screwworm or Worms 
In Florida Again! 


Screwworms have reappear- 
ed in Florida, it was announced 
today by Doyle Conner, Com- 
missioner of Agriculture. 


Confirmed identification of 
the dread livestock pest from 
samples found on a farm in the 
Bonifay area of Northwest 
Florida was made late Tuesday 
and measures to combat the 
menace already are being taken, 
Conner said. 


| According to Dr. C. L. Camp- 
|bell director of the depart- 
ment's division of Animal In- 
dustry, a force of twelve live- 
stock inspectors under super- 
Vision of the screwworm sec- 
tion Chief, Dr. M. E. Meadows, 
Jr, has started working in the 
Bonifay area. 


“Spraying equipment is being 
brought in and an intensive 
campaign of inspections and 
preventive measures is under- 
way in an effort to forestall the 
pest from getting a foothold in 
the state again,” said Campbell. 

According to Dr. Meadows, 
the new case is positively a sec- 
ondary infestation - one caused 
by flies in the area and not one 
transported from the Southwest. 

“Origin of the flies from which 
the new outbreak resulted, how- 


.Jever, is undoubtedly from an 


infestation of some kind that 
was shipped in from the South- 
west,” Meadows added. “Since 
the State-Federal eradication 
program of 1958-59 there has 


been only one other case rpeort- 


ed in Florida. That was in mid- 
1960 on a racing greyhound 
transported from Kansas.”

Watering these plants pro- 
perly requires more than just 
a dash of water. Violets like to 
sip their lipuids slowly. 


A wick extended from the" 


bottom of'the pot is a good way 
to offer the plant a drink. Plac- 
ing the pot in a dish of water is 
also acceptable. 

Violets like medium amounts 
of'moisture. So, don't let their 
roots become too dry, or don't 
Jet them become water soggy. 

Light colored- spots on the 
leaves are caused by cold water 
on the leaf. If you must surface 
water the plants, use lukewarm 
water. Remember, plants rot off 
at the soil surface because of 
exéess water too much ferti- 
lizer. 

The amount of plant food de- 
pends on the size of the plant. 
The average size plans requites 
no more than a teaspoon of а 
6-6-6 (NPK) fertilizer every 
three or four months. 

To keep the plant happily 
blooming, ~repot the violets 
annually. For a repotting mix- 
ture, University of | Florid 
horticulturists тесоттеп@ а 
mixture of 1/3 peat, leaf mold 
or rotted manure, 1/3 sand and 
1/3 good garden. loam. Add 
about % cup of superphosphate 
to each half bushel of t his soil 
mixture. 

"There are two popular spec- 
ies of African violets-properly 
known as Saintpaulias. The 
ionanth has reddish-brown, 
hairyleaves and light violet- 
colored flowers. The species 
kewensis has green leaves with 
white hairs. There are severals 
varities with blue, lavender, 
pink or white flowers. 

For an indoor project this 
summer, própagate Saintpaulias 
by means of leaf petiole cut- 
tings. Simply cut a leaf one to 
two inches of its pétiole at- 
tached; stick the petiole in moist 
sand, vermiculite, or a mixture 
of sand and peat. 

With luck, roots will form at 
the base of the pe in four 
to six weeks. Soon, that a 
small rosette of leaves will ap- 
pear. When well rooted, the 
cutting can be potted in four- 
inch container. 

It takes about six to eight 
months to produce a good 
flowering plant from a cutting. 
‘The number of plants also may 
be increased by dividing old 
plants into several individual 
crowns or rosettes and potting 
them in separate containers. 
Violets are rather sensitive to 
light. With insufficient light, 
plants make vigorous growth 
but produce few or no flowers. 
Grow the plants ina bright 
window or in full sunlight 
during the winter, but in the 
summer place the plants on a 
north window-sill or just out 
of the sun's reach in other 
locations, 

The best temperature for 
Saintpaulias is 0 to 62 degrees 
at night and 70 to 75 in the day- 


time.
